He was arrest- 
ed yesterday and accused of the 
murder of Mrs. Edith Alice Mor- 
rell, the widow of a food importer. 


Scotland Yard's suave

nam made the arrest and told tho 
magistrate, of the doctor's 
re- 


marks. Hannam said Adams also 
asked 
him; Will there be any 


more charges of murder" 


As he left the doctor's 
office 


following the arrest, Hanam add- 
ed, a woman receptionist grasped 
Adams' hand. The detective said 
Adams told the woman, I will see 
you in heaven." 


The cubby doctor showed 
little 


emotion when the charges 
were 


read. After the brief preliminary 
court session, he was sent to Brix- 
ton Prison, in South London.

sons —most of them woman —lin- 
ed up putside the courtroom for 
tile hearing.
